K. P. Holston, of Hunter Co., 
Speaks To Exchange 
Club Members

Shell Casings, the Firing 
Systems, Etc. 


K. P. Holston, manager in charge of 


shell production of the Hunter Manu­ 
facturing To., was tile guest speak* r at 
the meeting of Bristol Exchange Club 
held in th*- Elks’ Home last evening. 
Mr. Holston spoke on tile subject, 
“ Projectiles and Their Manufacture.” 
Briefly contrasting projectiles used in 
present-day warfare 
with 
those 
of 
earlier years, Mr Holston pointed out 
that iti the (’iv ii War projectiles con­ 
sisted almostly entirely of solid, cast 
iron balls, or of cast iron halls filled 
with powder 
to 
form 
a 
bombshell. 
These projectiles were obviously of 
simple design and. since 
they 
were 
round, nothing in tim way of stabiliz­ 
ing their flight could 
be 
gained 
by 
rifling the gun barrels. 
Evt u as late 
as the Spanish-Anieriean War, projec­ 
tiles continued to be of simple design, 
Admiral Dewey using solid, cast iron 
practice shells in tin Battle of Manila 
with very effective results. 
By World War I. however, nosed 
elongated projectiles had been devel­ 
oped with an average speed of 1700 
feet per second. Stabilization in flight 
and. consequently, far greater ae. u 
racy of aim. were achieved bv Hflm 
the cannon barrel, the rifling impart­ 
ing a rotary motion to the projectile 
as it passed through the barrel. 
In the present war. said Mr. Holston 
projectile speed has been increased to 
2800 feet per second, with rotary speed 
of 
approximately 
30.000 
revolutions 
Izar minute. This tremendous increase 
in speed has necessitated vast change- 
in projectile construction. Today, pro 
jeetiles must be made of hard, forged 
steel to withstand the terrific strait, 
imposed upon them by (he high speeds 
at which they rotate and fly t'orwarc 
when fired 
This has also necessitated 
correspondingly fundamental change* 
in fuse design and structure, part ion 
larly in the case of projectiles equip 
ped with time fuses. 
Mr. 
Holston 
outlined 
briefly 
th* 
methods used in forging shell casings 
loading of the shells, and the firing 
system s installed in them to insure 
quick detonation. 
In this'connection 
Mr, Holston mentioned tin* large block 
buster bombs used by the Royal Ai. 
Force, and pointed out tile intricate 
detonation 
system 
with 
which 
they 
must be equipped to he effective. 
After speaking briefly about th** pro­ 
jectile filed from cannon and bombs, 
Mr. Holston also outlined development 
of the mortar shell, which has proved 
very effective in th*- present war. Here 
stabilization in flight is achieved by 
{lie use of fins, and, in the case of later 
designs, by means of a soft metal cap 
: (tai lied to the base of the shell which 
Is pressed against the rifled sides of 
tile mortar 
upon 
explosion 
of

powder and thus given a rotary mo­ 
tion. 
In connection with armor-piercing 
projectiles. Mr. Holston 
pointed oui 
that here tin* problem is essential!} 
one of turning out ti projectile which 
will fir J-1 pierce the armor and tiiei 
explode, after getting inside* the ship 
oi tank against which it has bien cli-- 
reefed. 
When shells m e designed to 
pierce an armor ot ce rtain thickness 
and hardness, said Mr. Holston, it is 
obvious how quickly those shells can 
la? made useless it the enemy shouli 
develop and use armor of a great**:
